The 
engine of one plane was run up and throttled for ahovt hO seconds, then the 
rotations were increased reaching the maximum speed after °5 seconds. The 
engine was again throttled and 0 seconds after the maximun speed, the plane 
taxied to the take-off and immediately took off. The engine of the other 
plans was run up and throttled fer 45 seconds, then the rotations rere 
increased reaching the peak after 15 seconds. The mumber of rotations was 
again reduced for 35 seconds. Subsequently, the plane taxied to the take-off 
point within LO seconds and tenk off. The engines had been probably wermed 
up before being raced up because the time required for running up appeared 
rather short.
